ZURICH — Switzerland’s

consequential bankers tell me that, 
behind the West German scenes, 
venture capital is quietly leaving 
there. This is in preparation for 
troubles in West Germany that can 
be the European economic shock of 
1973. 
The Germans call their boom the 
“ w irtschaftwunder,” which sug­ 
gests a miracle. But these Swiss 
bankers state that it has operated 
throughout on an amazingly small 
capital base and that a dispropor­ 
tionate amount of even this small 
capital base has come from foreign 
countries. 
They estimate that more than 20 
per cent of the industrial capital in­ 
vested today in West Germany is 
from the United States, Great Brit­ 
ain, the Netherlands, France and 
Japan as the top five. 
The fears center on Chancellor 
Willy Brandt and arise from private 
leaks about what he will do in his 
second term, which began Dec. 15. 
West Germany is less than half 
the size of France. Germany’s $2,200 
per capita gross national product 
(surprisingly) remains less than 
France’s $2,350. And her population 
(61.6 million) is only a third of the 
free European community. And on 
Jan. 1 her relative position shrank 
drastically when Britain, Denmark 


and Ireland entered the Common 
Market. In addition, Brandt’s Soviet 
Union deal tops off the West German 
and foreign capital fears. 
Brandt repeatedly calls the deal 
“ sachlichkeit” —“ down to earth.” 
But it makes West Germany literal­ 
ly a 
“ working partner” 
of the 
U.S.S R., brings Russia into Europe, 
makes 
Russia 
(not 
the 
United 
States) the decisive power in E u ­ 
rope, and further advances the Sovi­ 
et objective to become the world’s 
leading force. 
Additionally, the Swiss bankers 
point out that the West German 
“ wirtschaftwunder” has been on the 
defensive longer and more signifi­ 
cantly than we in America may real­ 
ize. 
As long ago as June, 1968, Japan 
beat out West Germany for second 
place among the free world’s indus­ 
trial nations, next to the United 
States, and in November, 1969, as 
the second largest export-trading 
nation. 
Japan’s gross national product 
continues to rise around 10 per cent a 
year. Germany’s economic growth 
has now slowed down almost to a 
standstill. 
This growth relies dangerously 
on exports. Germany is the best sell­ 
er to 11 European nations and the 
most important customer of seven. 
Her heavy-equipment industries de- 


drop in precision of muscular activi­ 
ty. 
One Swedish auto manufacturer 
provides electric heating for (he seat 
through a wiring system activated 
when the ignition key is turned on. 
This phenomenon sounds like 
something new for the venerable al­ 
manac, published by John Baer’s 
Sons of Lancaster, Pa., and “ a use­ 
ful guide and entertaining compa­ 
nion for farmer, suburbanite and 
city dweller ” for the past 148 years.

WASHINGTON ( N E A )— A friend 
in Asia who spends his days studying 
the North Vietnamese has sent a let­ 
ter which explains in part the diffi­ 
culties Dr. Henry Kissinger faces in 
reaching an agreement with Hanoi. 
It is more than traditional dis­ 
trust between communism and capi­ 
talism. more even than normal Com­ 
munist intrigue. 
My 
friend 
calls 
the problem 
“ clandestinism." which, he says, 
has made Vietnam a labyrinth of po­ 
litical intrigue exceeding even the 
Medici world of Renaissance Italy. 
Clandestinism, my correspondent 
reports, was no simple penchant for 
secret political societies. It devel­ 
oped as a means of dealing with the 
foreign occupier; the Chinese for 900 
years, then the French. The collec­ 
tive experience of the Vietnamese 
was one of unrelieved duplicity and 
treachery, of fraudulent officials, of 
citadel gates opened at night to the 
enemy. 
The French colonial courts were 
venal, the legal system seen as 
something to be manipulated. Law 
consequently was without respect. 
Vietnamese proverbs are almost 
all negative, cynical and pessimis­ 
tic: When the water goes up the fish 
eat the ants; when the water goes 
down the ants eat the fish. In the sun­ 
light all governments are the same. 
Public opinion studies indicate 


Vietnamese peasants view the mar­ 
ketplace not as a necessary econom­ 
ic institution but as a gathering of 
thieves. The chief value of education 
for one’s children is not seen as a 
door to opportunity, but a way to re­ 
duce the chance of being cheated. 
The world thus is composed of un­ 
known threats with which only the 
clandestine organization can cope. 
Under the French, who for all 
practical purposes outlawed partici- 
pational politics in Vietnam, clan­ 
destinism reached a level probably 
unequalled anywhere in the world. 
The French treated all political ac­ 
tivity by the Vietnamese as a chal­ 
lenge to their authority, calling for 
strong counter-measures. The Viet­ 
namese, therefore, required great 
conspiratorial skill not only to be ef­ 
fective, but to survive. No sterner 
school of politics existed anywhere. 
There developed over the years 
an ironclad code of clandestinism in 
politics. These unwritten rules 
shaped behavior. Loyalty was a vir­ 
tue but consistency was not. All poli­ 
cies must be obscure; none must ev­ 
er involve an irretrievable position 
or final commitment. Nothing can 
ever be taken for granted. Accom­ 
modation between competing groups 
is to be reached through private ar­ 
rangements arrived at in secret The 
best leader is skilled in intrigue, 
master of the fq;nt and moves with 
drama. 


pend 50 per cent on exports, the deci­ 
sive chemical industries 33 per cent, 
troubled Volkswagen 
(Germany’s 
largest enterprise) 66 per cent, etc. 
Yet Germany’s present export 
growth is even less than sick Italy’s, 
whereas Japan’s exports increased 
some 24 per cent last year. 
Moreover, the Japanese remain 
thrifty. About 15 per cent of the Ja ­ 
panese disposable income is tucked 
away in savings each year. Not so in 
Germany. The small capital base is 
further strained by the German 
spending sprees. 
Last year alone West Germany’s 
hourly labor cost went up $150 mil­ 
lion despite 5,000 fewer workers on 
the payrolls. Consumer prices in­ 
creased 6.4 per cent. And since 
Brandt took office manufacturers 
have had to raise prices seven times 
to keep up with the rising wages and 
immense new fringe benefits. 
German labor, nevertheless, has 
shattered its no-strike pattern, 
which was a powerful advantage in 
the boom. In 1970 there were only 36 
strikes, and 25,000 man-hours lost— 
the low record for any comparagle 
free Western country. Now all this is 
changed. 
Brandt has always been commit­ 
ted to the socialization of West Ger­ 
many. He blithely calls this “ co-de- 
termination.” It involves subordi­ 
nating all shareowners to the gov- 


ernment and to labor, control of the 
companies’ executives with the pow­ 
er to hire and fire them, govern­ 
ment-appointed supervisory boards, 
government-appointed 
directors, 
etc. 


German and foreign capital 
knows that what Brandt’s “ co-deter­ 
mination” really means is govern­ 
ment and labor control of the coun­ 
try’s main enterprises in a take-over 
at the management level and yet 
without appearing to seize and con­ 
fiscate the property. 


Swiss bankers ask why seize the 
farmer’s cow, with all the complica­ 
tions there are in that, when, in­ 
stead, you can let the farmer keep 
the cow and you seize the milk. 
But Brandt’s Social Democrat 
party was a small minority party 
and his chancellorship depended on 
a shaky parliamentary coalition— 
until his recent re-election. Thus 
Brandt’s bark was usually worse 
than his bite. Now, however, his par­ 
liamentary majority makes his bark 
become his bite. And German and 
foreign capital is quietly leaving 
West Germany—chiefly for Switzer­ 
land. France, Japan and the United 
States—on a mounting scale (the 
Swiss bankers claim), which is 
bound to become apparent as 1973 
progresses.

Bo red o m you must 
b ear in yo u r life

WASHINGTON (N E A )- What 
the well-adjusted citizen needs in 
modern industrial society is a con­ 
siderable capacity to endure bore­ 
dom. 
The blunt fact is that it is a built- 
in aspect not simply of work but of 
life itself. Do you find it exciting to 
shave or brush your teeth or wash 
your face? To take out the garbage 
or mow the lawn? 
The routines of life make a long 
list. Perhaps it is a sad fact, but it is 
really an inescapable fact that most 
work practices today add immeas- 
ureably to that list. 
No amount of high-flown, roman­ 
tic balderdash about the alleged ob­ 
solescence of the “ Work Ethic” is 
going to wash this away. Most of 
these “ Scholarly” slaps at work as 
an “ old fashioned” idea are purely 
juvenile. 
Of course, these silly dreamers 
get a good deal of help from the very 
industries whose work practices are 
under assault. For once the product 
is ready for the market, the manu­ 
facturers hire people called adver­ 
tisers to spread the word. Many of 
these do a simple, solid job of in­ 
forming the public. But some seem 
to regard themselves as walking 
tranquilizers. 
They spend much of their time 
telling us how easy life can be. 
Everything useful and enjoyable is 
to be had at the mere flick of a fin­ 
ger—for pennies a week. In effect, 
they are telling the family bread­ 
winner that, having no hard chal­ 
lenge at work, they’ll fix it so he’ll 
have none at home, either. 
No wonder some of the young folk 
are badly confused, and come up 
with responses that range from the 
one extreme of drugs, violence, and 
similar manufactured excitements 


to the other of total lassitude, and 
symbolized by the unkempt figure 
draped horizontally on a ledge or 
sidewalk in a bustling business area 
(for pointed contrast). 
These responses are exalted by 
some Americans as perceptive com­ 
ment and highly intelligent, idealis­ 
tic rebellion against the shortcom­ 
ings of this society. 
Actually, they are gross confes­ 
sions of ignorance and defeat. The 
earth is spinning away their pre­ 
cious days, and, for all they’re get­ 
ting out of the ride, they might as 
well be lounging in the gray dust of 
the vacant moon, staring absent- 
mindedly at an abandoned moon- 
rover. 
We all want romance and drama 
and excitement and challenge in life. 
But to get it we have to pay our dues. 
And, notwithstanding the absurd 
fancies of those who scorn the “ work 
ethic,” that means doing a great 
many things that are boring, repeti­ 
tive, and painfully unimaginative. 
Just as you can’t expect to make 
an attractive, respectable appear­ 
ance in public without going through 
the routines of washing, dressing, 
etc., so you can’t hope to derive en­ 
during satisfactions from pleasura­ 
ble endeavors if they are divorced 
from conscientious work effort. The 
two things are inter-connected. 
There never will be excitement in 
driving a city bus or hammering a 
windshield into place, even if a 
“ democratic” work committee dis­ 
cusses these things beforehand. You 
have to invest them with importance 
as a means, a steppingstone, toward 
more imaginative enterprises. And 
you, you alone, have to find within 
yourself—without artificial aids— 
the special touch that gives your life 
its sense of wholeness and truly indi­ 
vidual style.

NEW YORK (AP) - The 
first of the corporate annual re­ 
ports will be in the mails dur­ 
ing the next few weeks, pre­ 
paring 
stockholders 
and 
analysts for that other recurr­ 
ing phenomenon of the business 
scene, the annual meeting. 
These two practices have be­ 
come institutionalized— so 
much so, say the critics, that 
they have become rituals 
whose meanings have been lost 
in the past. 
It is literally impossible to 
assemble any but a minute 
fraction of 
General 
Motors 
shareholders, 
for 
example. 
There aren’t enough planes, 
trains, hotels and halls to ac­ 
commodate all 1.3 million of 
them. 


Even if such a miracle could 
be performed, these share­ 
holders would have little to say 
that counted. Most business is 
prescheduled, 
most 
share­ 
owners too small. More than 40 
per cent of GM owners hold 
only 1 to 25 shares. 
Do they utilize the time so 
saved to read the annual re­ 
port? Judging from a survey by 
an investor relations firm, it 
wouldn’t seem so. It found that 
4 0 per cent of stockholders 
spent five minutes or less and 
that 15 per cent don’t read their 
reports at all. 
Fred Foy, former chairman 
of Koppers Co., analyzes the re­ 
port in the current Harvard 
Business Review and gives 
them low, low marks. In effect, 
he maintains that the poor 


readership is justified. 
It appears, he suggests, that 
the planners and wxiters of re­ 
ports fail to analyze their po­ 
tential 
readership. 
And 
as 
media people today realize 
acutely, any publication that 
goes unread is soon dead, even 
if not so declared 


“ They seem to edit pretty 
well for the in-depth people but 
pretty badly for the once-over- 
lightly, once-a-year stockholder 
readers,” Foy states and then 
ask s: 
“ How 
do 
we 
reach 
them?” 
The solution, he believes, is 
to highlight the year’s activities 
in single paragraphs for the 15- 
minute readers, with notations 
to security analysts and others 
that an expanded version can 
be found on inside pages. 


Among 
some 
other 
sins: 
While poor in communicating 
the good news, annual reports 
often relate no bad news at all; 
they 
don’t 
give 
divisional 
breakdowns; they do very little 
to reveal the human side of 
management. 
Management, almost every 
security analysts will agree, is 
one of the most important con­ 
siderations 
to 
evaluating 
a 
company. In fact, some main­ 
tain, management is every­ 
thing—that a company is noth­ 
ing but management. 
But most annual reports, Foy 
observes, do little more than 
list top management and direc- 
tioral changes during the year, 
listing uninteresting and maybe 
meaningless job labels and 
dates in chronological order.

NEW YORK (AP) — Like 
thousands of others, you might 
dream of kicking the 9-to-5 
work habit by buying a small 
motel and settling down to a 
quiet, 
com fortable 
semi- 
retirement. Beware. 
Rather 
than 
act

dream, says Stephen Brener, 
you should have the facts. And 
when you have them, he adds, 
you might no longer have the 
dream. If you still charge 
ahead you might find your 
dream is a nightmare. 
The big mistake made by the 
uninitiated, says Brener, who 
heads the hospitality division of 
the big Helmsley-Spear real es­ 
tate empire, is to confuse real 
estate and retailing. 
“ A motel is not just real es­ 
tate, it is a retail operation, 
like a shoe store,” he says. 
Real estate, such as an apart­ 
ment 
house, 
appreciates in 
value, he observes, while mo­ 
tels depreciate every year. 
They require constant renova­ 
tion. 
The apartment house tenant 
might stay 10 years and never 
meet the owner. The motel is 
intensely people-oriented. Cus­ 
tomers must be catered to. The 
product must be merchandised. 
Brener maintains that any 
motel owner must always fight 
obolescence 
on 
two fronts: 
physical and economic. The an- 
renovated plant might last 20

or 25 years before becoming 
totally unattractive, but eco­ 
nomic aging might be imme­ 
diate. 
The latter can occur when an 
airport is shut down or a high­ 
way bypass is built. Such an 
eventuality could force the own­ 
er to abandon his business or 
sell it off for the value of the 
land alone. 
As a manager-consultant-in- 
vestor in motels throughout the 
country, Brener has learned 
first hand how difficult it is to 
convert a motel to other uses. 
Like a bowling alley, it is a 
speciality building. 
The owners options are to 
turn the facility into housing 
for singles, an addict or health 
care center, senior citizens 
housing, 
a 
dormitory 
or 
training center, or maybe a 
nursing home if the law allows. 
But even without disaster be­ 
falling the owner in the form of 
economic obsolescence, there 
remains the constant fight to 
keep the facility modern and 
attractive. Costly indoor pools 
are “ in” now. Cable television 
is coming. 
Labor costs are always fac­ 
tors in profitability because, 
like all service industries, mo­ 
tels are labor-intensive. Service 
industries 
do 
not 
lend 
themselves to automation, mo­ 
tels and hotels least of all. 
Now, considering the typical 
value of $15,000 to $20,000 per 


room for a good motel with res­ 
taurant, or $8,000 to $10,000 for 
an economy motel, are you still 
willing to follow your dream? 
When they learn these facts, 
Brener said, some dreamers 
decide instead to put their mon­ 
ey into motel-hotel stocks. And 
so, here he intrudes into the 
dream again. 
“These stocks have been bad­ 
ly oversold by Wall Street,” he 
said, In fact, he continued, 
some analysts have never prop­ 
erly defined the industry, which 
he maintains is made up of 
many disparate entitities. 
“ You have companies offer­ 
ing rooms and restaurants. Oth­ 
ers 
have 
rooms 
and 
transportation. Some own their 
real estate. And others lease 
properties and manage them. 
But investors view all as if 
they’re one deal.” 
Moreover, he continues, the 
great motel-hotel chains have 
always thrived on the entrepre­ 
neurial spirit of one or a few 
individuals and their families. 
Whether the transition can be 
made to impersonal, corporate 
management cannot be fore­ 
seen at this time. 
Another danger: Sometime in 
the 1980s, Brener says, the in­ 
dustry must come to grips with 
the four-day week. Since most 
depend on commercial busi­ 
ness, they could find their occu­ 
pancy rates down 20 per cent. 
Still dreaming?

Minnesota’s director of Civil
